Waterfront town center, while the RLA 
Revitalization Corporation (RLARC), 
a subsidiary of the National Capital 
Revitalization Corporation (NCRC), 
will develop the Northeast section of 
the site into a mixed-use building. 

The project also intends to re-open 
4th Street, SW to help improve vehicle 
and pedestrian access and create a more 
walk-able neighborhood. 

The DC government will occupy 
500,000 square feet in two new build¬ 
ings fronting 4th Street, SW, [to be 
occupied by the D.C. Department of 
Regulatory Affairs and Department of 
Finance.

Agreement for Waterside Mall

A rena Stage [hosted] leading American 
playwright Nilo Cruz in a theater work¬ 
shop and panel discussion for D.C.

on December 5. Arena Stage’s Voices of Now 
Ensemble, an after-school teen drama initiative 
for Southwest youth, were joined by Pulitzer 
Prize-winning playwright Nilo Cruz (Anna in 
the Tropics) for a master class at Jefferson Junior 
High School.

A n agreement setting the terms 
for demolishing Waterside 
Mall at 4tth & M St. SW 
starting in 2007 and replacing it 
with office buildings, retail space and 
housing was approved by city agen¬ 
cies owning the land. Developers will 
be Waterfront Associates, a joint ven¬ 
ture between Forest City Washing¬ 
ton, Vonado/Charles E. Smith and 
Bresler & Reiner. 

Fourth St. will be reopened from I 
St. SW to M St. SW, curving around 
the METRO station on M St. SW 
A release by the city states, in 
part: “Waterfront Associates cur¬ 
rently owns the existing buildings 
at 401 M St., SW, and controls the 
land through a long-term ground 
lease that expires in 2078. The 
[agreement] between RLARC [Rede¬ 
velopment Land Agency Revitaliza¬ 
tion Commission, a subsidiary of the 
NCRC (National Capital Revitaliza¬ 
tion Commission)] and Waterfront 
Associates will extinguish the existing 
ground lease, and convey Waterfront 
Associates the fee simple ownership 
in a portion of the land. In return, 
RLARC will retain fee simple own¬ 


ership in a portion of the site that 
is sufficient in size to develop a 
400,000 square foot mixed-use resi¬ 
dential building.” 

“The [agreement] provides a num¬ 
ber of community benefits, as well. 
It increases the development’s retail 
minimums from 75,000 square feet 
to 110,000 square feet, and allows 
as much as 160,000 square feet of 
neighborhood serving retail to be 
built on the site. The [agreement] 
also provides additional assurances, 
which were specifically requested by 
the community, that a full service 
grocery store be a part of the redevel¬ 
opment.” 

“In addition, the [agreement] also 
ensures that this project will pro¬ 
vide 130 to 160 new affordable and 
workforce housing units, generate 
employment for District residents, 
create job training opportunities for 
residents of Southwest Washington, 
DC, reserve retail space for qualified 
local businesses and support active 
participation from District Local, 
Small and Disadvantaged Business 
Enterprises.”

C ity Arts is currently installing a 
2,400 square foot mosaic installa¬ 
tion by the Southwest Waterfront 
near the Jefferson Memorial. 

Four 300-foot long mosaic sections 
will span the walls of the 12 th Street tun¬ 
nel where it joins Maine Avenue SW next 


to the Waterfront Marina and Market, 
creating a gateway into this transitional 
area of the District. 

These stainless steel-backed mosaics 
will be the largest and longest installation 
of its kind in the city.

Tips for a Fire Safe Holiday Season 




(Excerpt from release by DC Fire 
Prevention Division) 

C ooking and heating-related inci¬ 
dents are a leading cause of home 
fires in the District, accounting 
for almost 28% of all residential fires 
reported. Warm cozy homes, large family 
gatherings and decorations are a wonder¬ 
ful part of the holiday season, but they 
can also bring fire danger. The DC Fire/ 
EMS Department offers some winter and 
holiday safety tips that can help keep you 
and your family safe from fire. 

HOLIDAY DECORATIONS 

When purchasing an artificial tree, look 
for the label “Fire Resistant.” Although 
this label does not mean the tree won’t 
catch fire, it does indicate the tree will 
resist burning and should extinguish 
quickly. 

When purchasing a live tree, check 
for freshness. A fresh tree is green, needles 
are hard to pull from branches and when 
bent between your fingers, needles do not 


break. 

When setting up a tree at home, place 
it away from fireplaces and radiators. Be 
sure to keep the stand filled with water, 
place the tree out of the way of traffic and 
do not block doorways. 

Use only non-combustible or flame- 
resistant decorations on your tree. 

Never use lighted candles on a tree or 
near other evergreens. Always use non¬ 
flammable holders, and place candles 
where they will not be knocked down. 

Indoors or outside, use only lights that 
have been tested for safety by a recognized 
testing laboratory, which indicates con¬ 
formance with safety standards. Use only 
lights that have fused plugs. 

Check each set of lights, new or old, 
for broken or cracked sockets, frayed or 
bare wires, or loose connections, and 
throw out damaged sets. Always replace 
burned-out bulbs promptly with the same 
wattage bulbs. 

Turn off all lights when you go to bed 
or leave the house. 


HOME HEATING 

Never leave an in-use portable heater 
unattended or alone with children. 

Never use electric portable heaters in 
bathrooms or near water. 

Keep at least 3 feet of open space 
around any portable heater. 

Check power cords on portable heaters 
regularly for frays and damage. 

Never run a heater’s cord under rugs or 
carpeting. 

Avoid using extension cords for por¬ 
table heaters unless absolutely necessary. 
If you must use an extension cord, follow 
heater manufacturer’s recommendations. 

The DC Fire Code strictly prohibits 
using kerosene heaters in any location 
within Washington, DC 

If you are ever in a fire or health emer¬ 
gency situation - call 911.

As such, the site contains a number of 
historic industrial structures that will be 
restored as residential and retail space. 
Up to eight new commercial buildings 
are also planned, featuring impressive 
views of the nearby Anacostia River to the 
south and the iconic Capitol dome to the 
north. This exciting new district destina¬ 
tion is served by the Navy Yard Metro 
station at First and M Streets SE and 
is adjacent to the new ballpark district 
containing the home of the Washington 
Nationals Major League Baseball team 
(opening Spring, 2008).
